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i. A call bas been issued to a number of reserve officers in the Nis Militery 
District to attend a six-month tour of active duty during 1950. The dvty 
will be within the military area in which the officers live. At the end 
of their tour of duty, the officers wlll have to take examinations which 
they must pass or the tour is automatically extended for an additional 
three months. Failure to pass examinations three times results in the 
loss of the officer's commission. 


2. Reserve training while not on aetive duty has been extensively organized. 
Each military ward has a coordination committees of six members responsible 
both for scheduling reserve meetings and preparation for active duty tours. 
This committee is responsible te the senior military commander of the 
area. Jn addition te political and-military instruction, lectures on non 
military topics, such as art ami science, are also given to reserve 
officers. 
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
